comparison with what other sections have gone through and 
come out of joyously might help the person who is given to 
looking on the bad side of things. In lf)16, 1917, and 1918, 
West Texas experienced .1 drouth unbroken by even so much 
as a sprinkle of rain except in plices here and there. Seeds 
put into the ground failed to sprout. Pastures dried up and 
the grass died. Cattle were driven out by the thousands in 
search of feed. From the Colorado line on the north to the 
Rio Grande, the drouth blew his parching breath of death. 


The writer spent several weeks in that country in 1920, 


one year after the drouth had been broken and after one 
crop had been made, harvested and marketed. The come- 
back of the country was remarkable and astounding. Farmers 
had sold their cattle, mortgaged the remainder of the live- 
stock to get feed to put them through until the rams came, 
and as a last resort every dollar possible had been borrowed 
on the home and farm. With one year of abundant crops and 
good prices they paid out of debt and had money to spare. 


But the comeback is not the astonishing feature. The 


people never lost heart. After the loss of 1916, the farmers 
in the spring of 1917 planted with firm faith in making a 
good yield. When that year the torrid sun dried up what veg- 
etation there was they did not quit. Again in 1918 the seeds 
were put into the ground and failed to sprout. They did not 
give up, but again in 1919 with full faith in what the coun- 
try would do they planted again. Thus they made four at- 
tempts before they succeeded in their expectations. 


Was the country broke? No. No country is broke as long 


as the fighting spirit is kept up. A person is down and out 
when he realizes it and not before. The West TexfTs farmers 
did not realize they were down and out; therefore they were 
not. 
Given an opportunity to come back, they came back 


and came strong. 


Now compare West Texas with Eastern Oklahoma. We 


have more rain, almost as good soil, diversified farming con- 
ditions. We have a wonderful country for growing vegetables, 
fruits, late crops and engaging in dairying and stock raising. 
It is possible to make fall gardens here, eliminating most of 
the expense for foreign food products. 


We are not dependent upon cotton. Other crops can be 


made and will be made this year. In addition, this county 
has oil, manufacturing plants and cheap fuel. 


When you feel pessimistic, recall the spirit of the people 


of West Texas and forget it.

sections. Some instances ioi poor 
and uneven stands are reported, 
due to dry soil during May, and 
early June, described as rapid groWr 
ing months. 
"Where the cotton 
fields i 
are 


clean, especially in those sections 
where -advantages was taken of the 
dry speu a month ago, the condi- 
tion borders on normal, the state- 
ment declares, and much of the 
backward cotton will rapidly Im- 
prove If rains do not continue as 
during the last several weeks. 


"A number of localities report n'o 


cotton planted this year while oth- 
ers report they have cut their acre- 
age greatly, particularly the large 
planters," Mr. JShntz 
says. 
"The 


greatest acreage reduction—58 per 
cent.—Is in the northern district, 
relatively unimportant cotton sec- 
tion. 


"The southern district, consider- 


ed the more important, reports the 
least reduction in 
acreage. 
More 


than 2,900,000 acres were planted 
to cotton in Oklahoma last .year 
although from unofficial reports ii 
is not expected that this figure ^ 
in any way be ap'proached in acreage 
this year. 
: 


The boll weevil has already be 


come decidedly numerous and is 
puncturing the forms as fast as they 
appear, continues the statement.
